Socrates was a curbstone teacher 
and the world has not forgotten him, though 
it is many centuries since well bred people 
passed him by with lifted eyebrows and 
averted heads. Though many disdained him 
and some stopped to scoff, there were those 
who’ stopped to listen and Socrates still 
lives! 

What's more, the graceful spire just down 
the street from where the speakers stood 
is but a silent testimony to one who some 
2.000 years ago was seemingly a mere way- 
side agitator. The philosophy he taught has 
long since graduated from the streets, is now 
taught in beautiful temples, with luxurious 
seats; soft carpets take the place of cobble 
stones, the light is filtered through artistic 
windows of mellow colors; instead of noisy 
sounds the organ peals its wondroug tones, 
and exquisite voices add to the harmony; all

Enthusiastic reports coming from the eighth 
triennial convention of the World's Woman's 
Christian Temperance union, being held in 
Gleegow, are in strange contrast with re- 
ports of conventions held in the early days 
of the movement.

The movement for a grand countil of the tribes was 
started by the Muskokee Commercial club, but was 
enthusiastically supported by Moty Tiger, chiéf of the 
Creeks; Greén McCurtain, Douglas Johnston, John 
Brown, Quanah Parker, C. W. Rogers, and other leaders 
of the Choctaws, the Chickasaws, Seminoles, and 
Cherokees of the five civilized tribes, of the Kiowas, 
and others. 

The idea is not new. A. similar congress was held 
in Muskogee in 1878, When 5,000 Indians. answered: 
the call to the general cauneil from New York, Ok!a- 
homa, ahd Florida, the other western tribes thes 
being uncivilized, and ignoring the ‘invitation to take 
part in such a peaceful gathering. The committee 
having charge of the arrangements for the celebra- 
tion is largely composed of Indians, including such 
men as Senator Robert L. Owen of Oklahoma, Senator 
Charies Curtis of Kansas, Representative Charles PD. 
Carter of Oklahoma, all Indians, the five chiefs of 
the civilised Seminole tribes, and other well known 
Indian leaders from other states. 


* * 
Land Set Aside for Their Use. 


An afea of land embracing forty acres will be set 
aside for the needs of the tribes during their council, 
and the big powwows will' be held under shelter of 
& great circus tent. The Indians will pitch their 
teepees in villages around this central tent, an@ they 
will be given every opportunity to entertain them- 
selves in their own fashion. No effort will be made

to Goerce the Indians into a certain series of enter- 
tainments,.except that prominent speakers will be 
furnished them to address them on the topics vital 
to Indian life in the land, his property rights, his 
moral obligations as a child of the “Great White 


Father” at Washington. and the importance of his

Sitting in state 
and wearing his official garb, the herald }bent nis 
head and in a voice that seemed no louder than a sub- 
@ued tone, but which could be heard for what seemed 
an incredible distance, he began the call of the fore- 
faihers. From the greasewood and the cat claw, from 
the mesquite, and from the sand dufies came the 
Indians, sober and silent.. In a great circle. they gat, 

and the reasons for the council were explained to 
them threugh their interpreters and by means of 
signs. ‘

Choice Left to the Individuals. 


A ifne was marked which indicated on one side 
the United Statea and on the other side Mexico. The 
Kickapoos were instructed that those who wished te 
cross into Mexico shouwld step to the south of the 
line and those who wished to remain in the United 
States were to step to the north of the line. Two 
factions were of course at work, one faction wishing 
to swell the number of emigrants to Mexico because 
the division of the government money was made 
according to population, while the other faction 
Wished as é¢agerly to keep the preponderarce of 
wealth allotted them for their lands on the home soil 
One by offe the Kickapoos stepped to the line and 
faced north or south. One by one the little band 
that chose the southern republic grew larger and 
larger. One of the dramatic Incidents of this selective 
process happeried when a youth of 15 years stepped 
to the line. His father had i}i treated him, and he 
had ttn away, taking tp his abode with the blanket 
Indians of Soot’. As he stood silently calculating 
on the border his father went to him and. stood 
beside him with appeal in his eyes. The fatner had 
chosen to remaih in the United States. The iad took 
out a cigaret, lighted it, and calmly waited, while the 
government officials informed him that he should 
decide tor himself, and not acecofding to any dictation 
from his father. The boy looked wp into the face of

Money. But could he come to my house? No, no; one 
really must draw the line somewhere, is it not so?”

in Great Britain, tried private ownership of docks and. 
harbor facilities. It dropped to thirteenth place and . 


finally was forced to kick the moropolists out and 
putilid its own municipal harbor and docks in order: to 
save what.was ieft of its commerce. 

The same causes that operated to tumble Bristol out 
of the proud position it had held for nearly @ thousand 
years are at work in Chicago to deprive this city of 
its rightful share of thé traffic of the great lakes. The 
same remedy that is lifting Bristol out of the depths 
cah be utilized to save Chicago’s waning commerce. 

Ports, like corporations or business men engaged in 
similar lines of work, are competitors. The boats will 
go to those ports which offer the best rates, and in 
@etermining the question of rates the facilities for 
handling the traffic as well as the actual dock and har- 
bor charges, are considered. If the propér induce- 
ments are not held out the boats will stay away. if 
Chicago consumers could secure. their supplies more 
cheaply by having them brought direct By water to 
Chicago than by having them brought by water to 
Milwaukee and from thence by rail, the. boats would 
come directly here. Inadequate harbor and dock facili- 
ties are.as great a bugaboo to boat Mnes as are ex- 
orbitant rates; both operating together will kill the 


‘commerce of any port that has_a competitor, as they 


xilled Bristol's for centuries.

Chicago Without Deck for “* Tramps.” 


Practically every great port in. the world has one 
or more public docks at which “tramp” boats can 
put up when they drop ‘into the harbor. Chicago has 
none. There is nothing about Chicago’s dock and har- 
bor facilities to attract new business. In fact, the 


new business usually is done in boats that are too’ 
large to come up the Chicago river, around the treach- 
. erous bends, thfough the narrow channels and under 


the delaying bridges. 

The conditions in Chicago, both with. respect to har- 
bor facilities and public interest in the question, are 
in a chaotic state. Half a dozen different interests 


. are pulling against each other. 


The Pugh Terminal company, operating under a lease 
from the old Chicago Dock and Canali company, wants 
to build private docks. 

The harbor committee recommended to the city coun- 
cil that the dock and harbor should be Duilt and operat- 
ed under municipal ownership. 

The sanitary district has offered to finance the prop- 
osition for the city and build the outer harbor. 

The River association doésn’t object to the building 
of an outer harbor, but it thinks the widening, deep- 
ening, and straightening of the river is the most im- 
portant work. 

The railroads, owning about three-fourths of the 
boats that come into harbor, as well as about three- 
fourths of the dock space along the river's Dank, are 
not especially interested in seeing an outer harbor built, 
because at present they can get along well enough. 

The backers of the Chicago plan are not especially 
enthusiastic about the outer harbor proposed by the 
harbor commission, lest ft interfere with the beautifi- 
cation of the city. 

The general public ts apathetic on the subject, the 
city has no mofiey, there are many legal questions in- 
volved which will have to be thrashed out, and the 
business fiiterests, except those directly upon the river, 
are asleep to the necessity for concerted and codpera- 
tive action.

New Docks Prove Quick Remedy. 


These are the same conditions that prevailed in 
Bristol for more than two centuries, but they were 
eliminated with the completion of the new $16,006,000 
municipal docks and harborse—the Royal Edward docks. 
In the short time since those new docks have béen 
opened, and former privately owned docks, purchased 
by the city, have been tmproved, two new steamship 
lines have made Bristol their European terminus. One 
of these, the Royal line, gives Bristol direct and quick 
connection with the wheat fields and cattle ranges of 
western Canada and the northwestern states, through 
the Canadian Northern railway system at Montreal. 
Until the new docks were completed there Were no 
accommodations at Bristo] for modern steamers of 
the largest size—and consequently none ever went to 
that port. 

The average business man of Chicago, when ap- 
proached upon the subject of harbor improvement, 
shrugs his shoulder and says: 

“Oh, it will cost so much money, and besides only 
the steamship people are to be benefited by it; why not 
let them put up the money?” 

Ald. Foell, recently appointed chairman of the finance 
committee, but for some time chairman of the river 
and harbor committee, in reviewing the situation fof 
THE SUNDAY TRIBUNE, said: 

“The first objection we hear is this: ‘Is there any 
real demand for expensive harbor improvements?’ That 
is a question that must be answered in the affirmative 
before we can go to the people with plans for such & 
large undertaking.

. Problem Now at Acute Stage. 


“There isn’t any doubt but that something must 
be done, or the Chicago river will cease to be much 
of a figure in lake traffic. The harbor commission 
reported in favor of a municipal harbor to start just 
outside the mouth of the river, on the north, and @rad- 
ually extend to Chicago avenue, with the further retom- 
mendation that the lake shore on the south side aé 
far south as Forty-first street, be kept clear for fu- 
ture use. Harbor Commissioner John M. Ewen also 
made an estimate that. for $10,000,000 the city could 
construct an outer harbor with adequate dock facili- 
ties that would meet the demands for twenty-five 
years. 

“The question of municipal ownership of docks never 
has been brought up in the council, but it is generally 
understood that 4 majority of the aléérmen Would 
favor it. It isn’t like owning a street railway, Which 
employs thousands of persons. The operating force 
would be small and the operating expense light in 
comparison with the first eost. 

“But evén if all the aldermen were in favor of 
building municipal docks and harbor the eity couldn't 
do it unless a number. of things were first attended 
to The city hasn't the money, though that is not the 
first obstacie. As a matter of law the city has not 
the fight to enter upon such an “undertaking without 
first securing consent from the state degisiature. Byen 
if that consent were secured we still would face the

Question of Ownership the Problem. 


“The main point at issue is Whether to have the 


‘ harbor and docks in private hands or under the direct 


control of the municipality. The city, under ite police 
powers, can exercise rather strict control over the ¢frates 
of a private dock company, and I do hot think it pos- 
sible for us ever to be completely at the mercy of such 
a concern.” 

Private capital insists upon dividends, and anothe? 
authority said that it Would not be possible for the 
city to make an arbitrary rate that would prevent the 
private dock company from é@arning dividends on the 
investment. 

“Nominal rates under municipal ownership,” said @ 
member of the harbor compmitesion, “would be ample 
to pay the costs of opération, and it probably would be 
to the great advantage of Chicago if it were madé a 
‘free port.” It cértainiy would attract a great deal 
of business which naw goes eleewhere, and everyone in 
the city would benefit. Why should it be necessary to 
make the harbor ¢arh money? Wouldn't it be a public 
necéssity, like the water works?” 

The question of rates is what contributed so much 
to the downfall of Bristol as a port. Under private 
dock and harbér ownership the rates wére so high they 
drove trafic away. ..

Two things contributed to cause it to lose Hearly all 
of its commeéree before 1845. One was thé adaptation 
of steam to Oceah traffic, and the othe? was the high 
rates chatwed by the private dwners of the docks 
which drove ship Owllers to other ports, 

tm 1819 the #t@ari®hip Savannah crossed the At- 
lantic, and if 1898 & Canadian steamer, the Royai 
William, duplio&ted the feat. Each had auxiliary 
sails, upon whith gfeat dependence was laid. Until 
the Great Westefh Was built in 1887-38, no steamer 
had been bullt for tfansatlantic service, and scientists 
did not think it posBible to construct one that could 
carry siufficiént coal to steam the 3,089 miles between 
Bristol and New York.

Starting from positions given 
as in the above sets of instruc- 
tions, the opposing commanders 
begin to maneuver across the 
great map.

Velasquez painied*the ttle prince many 
times, sometimes standing in princely dig- 
nity, again in huntit g dress accompenied by 
his dogs, and several times on horseback, 
either fn the riding school or galloping across 
a breezy plain. 

Don Baltasar Carios showed great epticude 
for riding, as one might expect in the son of 
Philip I'V., who was the finest horseman in 
Spain. In the equestrian portraits Velas- 
quez shows him tous as the painter was ac- 
customed to seeing him any day. In the 
most famous of these likenesses, which is in 
the great Spanish art gallery, the Prado, inp 
Madrid, we behold the prince as he was 
when 6 years old.
